The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure: U.S. Patent No. 7,354,701. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While the prior art of record would anticipate and/or make obvious the color 
photographic element comprising at least one light-sensitive silver halide emulsion layer 
or a non silver-containing light-insensitive layer, in which at least one of these layers 
contains a colorless heterocyclic compound having either one or two hetero atoms in 
the ring or ring system, being other than an imidazole compound, that undergoes less 
than 10% chemical or redox reaction directly with oxidized developer and which has a 
partition coefficient to enable the photographic speed of the element to be increased by 
at least 0.03 stop without increasing granularity, compared to the same element without 
the compound, said art does NOT, in fact, disclose or teach the use of an imidazole 
compound that undergoes less than 10% chemical or redox reaction directly with 
oxidized developer and which has a partition coefficient to enable the photographic 
speed of the element to be increased by at least 0.03 stop without increasing 
granularity, compared to the same element without the compound. Applicants have 
demonstrated herein the specification that the color photographic element containing an 
imidazole compound which undergoes less than 10% chemical or redox reaction 
directly with oxidized developer and which has a partition coefficient to enable the

photographic speed of the element to be increased by at least 0.03 stop without 
increasing granularity, compared to the same element without the compound, achieves 
a photographically advantageous increase speed without a concomitant increase in size 
of the light-sensitive silver halide grains.
